REDS WIN VILNA 
FROM POLES; KILL 
OFF CIVILIANS 


Germans Disarm and 
Rob Army Retreat- 
ing from City. 


WARSAW, Jan. 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—Delayed.—Viina has 
fallen into the hands of the Bolshevik 
army, several thousand Strong, which 
drove out the Polish militia. A massa- 
cre of civilians began at once, partly 
because the Poles had offered resist- 
ance and had arrested or shot the mem- 
bers of the local Bolshevik committees. 

The Polish troops, who had no can- 
non and only a few cartridges per rifle 
and were under command of Gen. 
Veitko, retreated to Lanovarova, where 
they were disarmed by the Germans 
and sent to Bialystok. There they were 
_Tobbed by the Germans and were start- 
‘ed off for Polish territory. 

Lemberg, where the Poles are de- 
fending themselves against the Ruthe. 
nians, appears safe for the time being. 


Paderewski May Form Cabinet. 

The political situation at Warsaw 
is stationary. As a result of inter- 
views between Ignace Jan Paderewski| 
and Gen. Piisudski, Paderewski has 
agreed to form a new cabinet, pro- 
vided the Socialists now holding places 
in the ministry withdraw from their 
predominating position. Gen. Pilsudski 
expressed himself as not wishing to 
use his authority ‘to force the with- 
drawal of these Socialists. : 

Gen. Pilsudski and other leaders are 
being told very plainly that the allies 
will help only when Poland is internal- 
ly united. 


Prince Held in Prison. 
Prince Eustache Sapieha, who led 
the recent attempt to overthrow the 
government, is still in prison. He was 
arrested by the personal Red Guard of 
Minister of thé Interior Thugut, who) 
himself had previously. been arrested. 

There has been an outbreak in Riga. 
The population there is composed of 
Letts and Esthonjans, who--for the 
most part are Socialists and opposed 
to property owning, and the aristo- 
cratic classes, who are of German 
origin. 

Messages from Kiev report that city 
and district quiet, now that there is no) 
longer anything left to steal, or land 
owners left to rob or kill. Kiev seems 
to be joining with Moscow. 

Bolsheviki Invite Ukrainians. 
. Leon Trotzky, the Bolshevik foreign 
minister, and Nikolai Lenine, the Bol- 
shevik premier, are making overtures 
to the Ukrainians, saying they have 
not wished to turn over the Ukraine 
government to the opposition. 

Workmen's congresses have been 
formed at Kiev, one Ukrainian and 
the other Russian. The Russian con- 
gress is entitled the workmen’s and sol- 
diers’ deputies and is a tool of the Bol- 
sheviki. Both congresses have de- 
clared that they do not wish intellec- 
tuals among their members. 

Farmers’ committees have been 
formed here to distribute public lands 
and the lands stolen from former own- 


ers. 


Germans Defeat Poles. 

AMSTERDAM, Jan. 9.—German 
forces have recaptured the important 
railway junction of Bentschen from the 
Poles, according to a dispatch from 
Posen. 

Polish troops advancing from Kol- 
mar, north of Posen, were defeated by 
German volunteers, who later occupied 
Kolmar, according to a report from 
Berlin today. The losses on both sides 
are declared to have been very heavy. 

A dispatch to the Frankfort Gazette 
from Posen says negotiations are in 
progress between the German govern- 
ment and Polish authorities with a 
view to avoiding useless bloodshed.

ROOSEVELT WILL 
READ FAMILY 


Bulk of $500,000 Estate 
Goes in Trust to 


Widow. 


Oyster Bay. N. Y., Jan. 9.—Col. The- 
odore .Roosevelt’s will, made in 1912, 
was read to members of the family at 
Sagamore Hill today, and probably will 
be filed with the surrogate of Nassau 
county tomorrow. 

Although the value of the former 
president’s estate was not made 
known, it was understood to amount 
‘© not more than $500,000. According 
to Attorney George C. Cobbe of New 
York, who read the will, the document 
provides that the entire estate, with 
the exception of the family silver and 
plate, shall be held in trust for the 
widow during her life, and gives her 
power to dispose of it by will as she 


sees fit. 
In the event she leaves no will the 


estate is to be divided in equal parts 
among the five surviving children. 
The silver and family plate, Mr. 
Cobbe said, are to be divided among 
the children, as is a $60,000 trust fund 
left to Col. Roosevelt by his father. 


Message from Pershing. 

Among today’s messages one was 

from Gen. Pershing, addressed to Mrs. 
Roosevelt. 

It read: “In the untimely death of 
Col. Roosevelt the whole nation will 
deeply mourn the loss of her great citi- 
gen and soldier, and the'world one of 
the most striking characters of our 
day. I feel most deeply the loss of a 
personal friend. I send you my most 
sincere and most heartfelt sympathy in 
this, your saddest hour of bereave- 
ment.” 

Capt. Roosevelt has asked that a 
statement “to the effect that Col. 
Roosevelt's death was ‘anticipated by 
his physicians and friends’” be cor- 
rected. | 

“Death was totally unexpected,” he 
said, “and was not caused by the ill- 
ness which had previously confined 
him to the hospital.” 

Visitors Throng Cemetery. 

Hundreds of visitors thronged the 
cemetery today and it was learned 
that one of the reasons for the station- 
ing of a military guard of honor about 
the grave was to prevent souvenir 


hunters from carrying away floral 
tributes.

Though the Federal Re- 
serve bank authorities have been mak- 
ing frantic efforts, no trace has as yet! 
been found of the identity of the rob- 
bers or the exact manner in which the 
crime was committed. 

Postoffice inspectors and secret serv- 
ice men have been scouring the middle 
west for clews since Monday, when 
the fact of the robbery became known 
to the company. 


Of $10,000 Denomination. 

The bonds were of $10,000 denomina- 
tion and twenty-five in number. They 
were sent by registered mai) from the 
First National bank of Detroit, Mich., 
from which institution they were 
bought by the Studebaker company. 

The records of the South Bend post- 
master show that five separate pieces 
of registered mail were received in 
South Bend for the Studebaker com- 
pany on Jan. 4. A separate ietter and 
telegram notifying the company of 
the transmission of the one package | 
containing the bonds was sent by the | 
Detroit bank to A. R. Erskine, presi- 
dent of the corporation.

ly all traffic in the harbor today, ac- 
cording to a statement tonight from 
the office of A. H. Smith, regional rail- 
road director. ; 

The situation was described as “more 
critical than even the most pessimistic 
can imagine,” and could be saved only 
by “intense action by those in com- 
mand of the transportation facilities.” 

Mr. Smith tonight asked for “a for-

ployment bureau. Every discharged 
soldier is on record and when mustered 
out is abie to get the employment he 
desires, providing he is not overpartic- 
ular in his selection. 

Officials today declined to state just 
what number have already returned 
to their pre-war jobs. A soldier is not 
allowed to state to the employment 
board that he is going back to his old 
job unless he has been informed he is 
needed by his firm. Therefore only a 
comparatively few can claim positions. 

Most of the applications are signed 
by men without jobs, even though it 
is practically assured their old firm 
would again give them employment. 
All cities make applications through 
manufacturets for so many workers 
in different trades and Camp Grant 
supplies the workmen through the 
government employment offices in that 
particular city.

ABSENTEES STOP 
WILSON APPEAL 
TO FEED EUROPE 


Republicans Block It in 
Committee; Ask for 
More Facts. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT} 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—[Spe 
cial.]}—Absence of most of the majority 
members of the rules committee of the 
house enabled the Republicans today 
to prevent action on the $100,000,000 
appropriation requested by President 
Wilson for food for European nations. 
By a vote of 5 to 3, a strict party vote, 
the committee refused to report out a 
rule for the immediate consideration 
of the bill. The rule had been asked 
by Chairman Sherley of the appropria- 
tions committee after unanimous con- 
sent had been denied on the floor of 
the house. 

Explaining their action, the Repub- 
licans declared they could not justify 
support of the bill without more spe- 
ciiic information as to its proposed ex- 
penditure. 

; Specific Plan Not Given. 


Wilson in his appeal said it was to 
furnish succor to countries destitute 
of sources of credit and he appealed 
“to the great sense of charity and 
good will of the American people to- 
ward the suffering and to place this 
act upon a primarily humanitarian 
basis of the first magnitude.” 

General understanding is that he 
wanted the money put at his disposal 
to use outside of Germany as a con- 
tribution from America. 

Defeat of the rule, the Republicans 
insist, means that the bill is blocked 
so far as the house is concerned. They 
say the only manner in which action 
can be obtained is to add the item as 
a rider to the postoffice or some other 
appropriation bill in the senate. The 


Democrats, however, are trying to fig-

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FOOD FOR WINTER. 
EFORE the winter ends many peo- 
ple will develop mild disorders, the 
result of sticking too closely to a 
diet that is overrich in meat and 
bread and too poor in some of the acces- 
sory foods so accessible and so popular 
at other seasons. Some of these people 
will suffer from vague pains in some 
measure akin to beriberi, some will have 
bieeding or soft gums in some measure 
akin to scurvy, some will develop rough- 
ness of the skin, while many will have 
no disorder except constipation. 
Fitch’s Dietotherapy says that the fol- 
lowing foods are rich in the substances 
which prevent beriberi: Brewer's yeast 
(and baker's yeast also), egg yolk, ox 
heart, milk, beef and other fresh meat, 
fish, beans, peas, oats, barley, wheat, 
corn, and other cereals. Unless some of 
these foods are included in the diet list 
beriberi at least in a very mild form is 
liable to develop, 

If a person sticks strictly to a diet 
limited to the following he will probably 
develop beriberi: Sterilized milk, steril- 
ized meat, cabbage, turnips, carrots and 
‘other vegetables of this type, highly 
milled cereals, starch, pork, molasses, 
_corn sirup.

1 should say, however, that more 
recent work on drying proves that fruits 
and vegetables dried at low temperatures 
do not lose their anti-scorbutic princi- 
ples. 

In the list of anti-scorbutic foods given 
by Fitch, MacCallum adds stored pota- 
toes and stored onions, carrots, beets, 
and turnips. 

In preparing vegetables the water in 
which the cooking is done must be eaten, 
as most of the anti-scorbutic principle 
of the vegetable goes over into the cook- 
ing water. 

Butter is necessary for well being. But 
nut butters are proper for food provided 
they contain 10 per cent milk fat, ac-

is suitable when it contains even a

CHICAGO CONSTRUCTION. 


The scheme of reconstructioh, of taking back 
into civil life the men taken out of it for military 
service, and, furthermore, of making the land 
for which they fought fit for them to live in, has 
contemplated from the beginning the pushing of 
needed public improvements. 

Public improvements have been halted for war 
purposes. Labor and material were lacking. 
Money was needed elsewhere. We stopped grow- 
ing while we were fighting. Now not only is the 
fighting virtually, over, but the men are coming 
back. 

Chicago, with monumental tasks suspended, can 
<o ahead- with some of them the moment a release 
is given. Federal orders have released some ac- 
tivity. Action by the legislature will release other 
activity. Action by the city council will release | 
more. 

Chicago's needs are urgent. If they are met 
they promote the wise-use of capital. They will | 
afford employment. They will take up the slack 
in the industrial situation. They will carry the 
city forward to greater prosperity and they will 
help carry the nation over the period of possible 
confusion and stagnation. 

In furtherance of such a scheme of wise re. 
construction THe TRIBUNE addressed a telegram of 
Suggestions to Secretary of Labor Wilson, giving 
in detail the need for and the benefits to be ob- 
tained from an immediate release from federal au. 
thority of railroad terminal activity in this city. 

The points stated in these suggestions to Secre- 
tary Wilson were:

James Northmore, a photographer 
for THE TRIBUNE, was brutally beaten 
yesterday by George D. Emme, @ Juve- 
nile court probation officer. Accord- 
ing to witnesses, another 
officer also smashed the photographer, 
who’ weighs almost 120 pounds and is 
slightly over 6 feet tall: 

‘As soon as Judge Arnold of the Juve- 
nile court heard of the assault he 
“fired” Emme. Later in the 
Chief Justice Olson of the Municipal 
court issued a warrant for Emme’s ar- 
rest. He will be arraigned in the South 
Clark street court before Judge Cav- 
erly this. morning. 

The slugging came as the result of a 
flashlight photograph taken in' the of- 
fices of Assistant’ State’s Attorney 
Hogan, prosecutor in the Juvenile 
court. The subjects of the picture were

Court attachés told the photographer 
and a reporter for THE TRIBUNE, who

bers, Northmore leaving his camera 
in the judge’s courtroom.

told the newspaper men they had com- | 
mitted.no crime and were free to go. 


Finds Camera Smashed.

The photographer 
approached Emme and asked if he 
might have his name. Emme’s response 
was a fist blow in the photographer's 
face—a blow that knocked out a front 
tooth.and loosened others. 

“T‘have fired Emme,” Judge Arnold 
said in the afternoon, “and if it is 
shown that any other probation officers 
assaulted that little photographer they 
will receive a dose of the same medi- 
cine. It was a cowardly, rotten thing 
to do.”

Larry, you gotta pass it to your 
Pocatello friend on his being right 
about the duck calling the widgeon. 
This bird—the male—has a _ white 
breast, dirty gray back, greenish tinge 
on head and neck, with a darker green 
stripe on each side of the neck, the 
lower part of neck ending in a fawn 
color to the breast and back, small blue 
bill with black tip and black feet and 
legs—believe me, some duck. We pre- 
fer ’em up here to mallards. 


You got a good description to the 
golden eve or whistler. We never dis- 
turb ’em here because we get all the 
shooting we want on ducks fit for the 
table. I have on my desk as I write 
this one widgeon, one golden eye, one 
green head, and about all the kinds of 
ducks we kill in this state, and one 
honest-to-goodness albino mallard, even 
to the pink eyes.

Cows and the coming mayoralty 
campaign in Chicago became some- 
what scrambled yesterday.

They 
were asked last year-—when there 
was practically no work done—for the 
amount of construction yet to be done 
under those contracts, the mileage of 
roadbed involved, the trackage, the 
estimated cost to complete, and other 
details.

Woman’sLandArmy; 
Find Aims Conflict 


The Woman's Land Army of Amer- 
ica will be minus its IJlinols unit, com- 
posed of the board of the Illinois Train- 
ing Farm for Women, located at Lib- 
ertyville. The Illinois women have 
seceded frém the national organization, 
saying that agricultural problems of 
the west are not understood by the 


‘eastern women who drew up the con- 


stitution of the national body, and 
that the future of the Illinois Training 
Farm demands an organization which, 
it is hoped, ‘will become in time affili- 
ated with one of the departments of 
the state university. 


In a letter to the president of the 
Woman’s Land Army, Mrs. Tiffany 
Blake of the Illinois group says: 
“The decision was reached that it is 
inadvisable for the Illinois organiza- 
tion to unite with the national board 
under a constitution so detailed as to 


offer the probability of interfering with 
‘our development along the specific, 
‘educational path which our local needs 


seem to demand. . 

“The training farm project is not 
merely, or even primarily,. an eco- 
nomic or industrial enterprise; it is 
not merely an agency to provide 
trained or semi-trained women in 
agriculture. The most important serv- 
ice of the training farm is to empha- 
size woman’s side of women’s oppor- 
tunities in country life. 

“Tf we are to have a healthy democ- 
racy we must develop and advance 
conditions in country life as condi- 
tions are developed and advanced in 
city life. We must expand the possi- 
bilities of woman’s existence in the 
country, make her contact with its 
activities more varied and interesting, 
make her participation and under- 
standing more profitable to her, to 
her family, and to society.” 

The members of the board say that 
through their experience last year, 
when seventy-six young women re- 
ceived training in practical farming. 
they are convinced there is not only 
a great field for women in agriculture, 
but that as wives of farmers young 
women thus trained will be more in- 
terested and happier in their farm 
homes. “The latter phase of the 
training farm project seems to us the 
most important,” say the seceders.

Garden's vogue founded; and her per- 
formance in Bizet’s opera is second to 
her Mélisande only as a reason for 
thinking well of her. I know the ready 
invoice of arguments why this should 
not be so: the music doesn’t “lie” for 
her; she doesn't look Spanish (mean- 
ing, of course, stage-Spanish); it isn’t 
g00d Mérimée; etcetera. The music 
doesn’t lie for her; and the other ob- 
jJections are cripples. Her Carmen is 
such good theater, Bizet, Mérimée, 
Spanish, and Garden that I should 
take it as the focal point in a sc:..me 
of re-staging the opera—not, please, 
for the glorification of Mary Garden, 
but for the all-round betterment of per- 
formances. “Carmen” is the rendez-
